NAGNOTTI MURDER CASE 


Capt. Chas. W. Swank of the Newark police foree re- 


ceived the following letter from Detective Considine 
regarding Kmelio Bianco, the East Newark Italian baker, 
captured in this city by police officials, and taken to 
New York to answer to a murder charge: 


Stapleton, X. Y.. March 21, 1911. 


Captain Charles Swank. Newark, Ohio. 


Dear Sir:—In reference to the case of Roincn Mag- 


notti, who has been on trial here in Richmond countv 
for the past five days for murder, the jury was out 18 
hours, and at the end of that time after being locked up 
all night, they disagreed. Eight were for murder in the 
first degree, two for murder in the second degree, one for 
manslaughter and one for acquittal. He will be tried 
again early in May. 


After bringing Magnotti from Newark, his brother- 


in-law attempted to bribe the District Attorney by of- 
fering him $1000 to let up on Magnotti. 1 arrested him 
and got five hundred dollars which he had handed to the 
District Attorney. He is held in $6000 to await the ac- 
tion of the grand jury. 


After the jury had reported a disagreement, Mag- 


notti was remanded back to the county jail.
